He told 
me that in response to his question on the frequency of Agency appearances 
before our House Subcommittee, he was told by Paul Wilson, Staff Director 
of House Appropriations, that such information was not given out and by 
an unidentified staff member of House Armed Services that there had been 
two appearances last year and one this year. I mentioned the points of 
oversight and supervision in the Executive Branch and gave him our standard 
informational brochures. In response to his question, I invited his call if 
we could be of further help, but emphasized that the question of congress- 
ional oversight was a matter for congressional decision. (I will send him 
a copy of the House Armed Services Committee report of activities which 
stresses that in addition to formal appearances the Committee maintains 
continuous contact. )
